Exorcised 


Costs estimated by the property 
owner to be approximately $10,850, 
which might have obstructed an 
escrow for the property, were 
bypassed by the Planning Commis- 
sion last week when Truman 
DeRush applied fora conditional use 
permit. 

DeRush wanted approval to keep 
five horses on his property which is 
now in the process of being sold. 
But, standard requirements of the 
city for placing a bond to guarantee 
construction of street improvements 
and participation in the Master Plan 
of Drainage at the established fee 
were affixed as a condition. 

DeRush, whose property is on the 
east side af Rose Drive, north of Fl 
Cajon Avenue. objected to the 
expenditures. Commissioners sup- 
ported his protest and deleted the 
two conditions. 

They also made the number of 
horses allowed as six as the size of 
the property will accommodate that 
number.

Yorba Linda City Council] Monday 
night once again confronted two old 
bugaboos--but with the hope that 
the glimmer they saw was the light 
at the end of the tunnel and not 
another will-o-the-wisp. 

The less complicated (but more 
emouonal) matter dealt vith oil. 

On Richfield Road. near the 
residence of Charles Huffman. are 
four oil wells. Near the wells are oil 
storage tanks. Near the tanks. 
reportedly, are pools of oi! and 
accumulation of debris. 

Since before the city’s incorpora- 
tion, Huffman has been fighting to 
get the area ‘cleaned up’ claiming 
that the oil served as a death trap for 
birds and thatthe tanks, which could 
be entered. might well do the same 
for children. (The situation was 
reported and pictured in the STAR 
last August). 

Under Huffman’s prodding. the 
city investigated the property. 
owned and operated by Waleer 
Nollac of Placentia. A numiber of 
violations of the city oil-well 
ordinance were allegedly found. 
including a lack of a bond on the 
wells. a lack of warning signs on the 
property. a lack of fence around the 
property. a lack of satets in the 
tank's condition. and no flack ot 
waste oll and debris 

The ots drew up a list ot 
corrections which would have ta be 
made and presented it ta Nollae 

According to City Butiding 
Offical Dave Warburton Monday 
night. mans of the violations had 
sul not been corrected. There was 
sull no bond. nu signs. and no fence, 
the tanks had been neither repaired 
nor replaced: and of and debris 
were still present. 

Faced with legal action bs the city. 
Nollac was on hand to meet the 
attack.

tequire such. A limited-term bond 
for, say, three years would be 
sufficient. 

Nollac agreed that a three-year 
bond would be acceptable to him, 
although he claimed that he knew of 
other wells in the city which, like his, 
had none. (Hampel expressed an 
interest in learning more about 
these.) 

Regarding the fencing, Nollac 


said that a wall could not be built the - 


previous week due to recent rain. 
Signs, he assured, had been ordered 
and were supposed to be ready by 
Wednesday. 

As to oil pools and debris, 
however, Nollac quoted an ordin- 
ance section forbidding same except 
for “‘oil sumps, oil-well attachment 
areas, and skimming ponds."' The 
oil-well-attachments-area exclusion 
might apply here, he suggested. 

Hampel stated that he lacked 
expertise to determine whether 
Nollac’s case would qualify as such 
an area. Warburton. however, 
countered with an ordinance 
requiring that all land within 25 feet 
of an oil well must be kept free of 
debris. 

And in answer to charges of safety 
violations, Nollac claimed to know of 
a well near his which had unfenced 
moving parts. “‘It seems like 
everybody's ganging up on me,"* he 
charged. 

Mrs. Huffman was also present. 
“Since Mr. Nollac has owned the 
(property),”’ she claimed, ‘‘it has 
deteriorated until it is no longer 
safe. 

“We are the property owners; we 
have to live with these conditions,"’ 
she added. in a voice shaking with 
emotion. Moreover, she said, 18 
new houses would shortly be built in 
the neighborhood. 

Finally. Councilman Irwin Fried 
moved that city staff be authorized 
to secure compliance by Nollac with 
the ordinance in all matters not yet 
met and to begin legal action without 
further council approval if in the 
opinion of staff this compliance were 
not prompt enough. 

This. he pointed out, would allow 
staff to begin action before the next 
regular council meeting February 7. 

Councilman Doug Groot objected, 
favoring Warburton’s suggestion 
that Council should begin action at 
once in view of Nollac’s failure to 
have abated ordinance violations. 
The motion passed 4-1 over Groot's 
opposition. 

In the second and by far more 
complicated and confusing hassle, 
Council once more took up the 
question of how to zone a block of 
land lying between Ohio and Palm 
and between Oriente and the north 
city limits, 

A drainage ditch runs through the 
rectangle in a northeasterly-south- 
westerly direction, forming a natural 
boundary which — divides the 
northwestern — corner--roughly — a 
third of the entire area--from the 
Fest: 

Mostot the area south of the ditch 
was subdivided after a fashion under 
county jurisdiction, before Yorba 
Linda was incorporated. 

The subdivided parcels vary in 
size from an average of half an acre 
to two plots of more than an acre 
each. Boundaries run erratically, 
making the land a jigsaw puzzle of 
property lines. 

Ihe northwestern corner, how- 
ever, consists of two parcels, owned 
respectively by builder-developer 
Don Schug and long-time resident 
Edith Neukom. Schug wants to 
subdivide his property. So far, he’s 
been stymied. 

The problems began when the city 
Was incorporated. Unaware that the 
county-subdivided property had 
been developed generally to a 
standard of 1.8 units per acre, 
corresponding to city RE zoning, the 
city zoned the area RA, which sets a 
maximum density of U.7 units per 
acres. 

When the city general plan was 
drawn up, however, no such error 
was made. The general plan 
designated the land RE. 

Schug would have — trouble 
subdividing his land in any case, due 
to an abundance of non-level terrain; 
but he figured he could get 12 
individual developed lots out of the 
parcel under RE zoning, the 
maximum allowed. The lots would 
have been about the size of those 
south of the ditch. 

But when he went before City 
Council last June with his proposal, 
residents from across the ditch arose 
in opposition, claiming that such 
development might create drainage 
and traffic problems and would 
certainly destroy the neighbor- 
hood's *“‘rural atmosphere.’’ 

Eyen though City Planning 
(Smmission had approved re- 
zbning on the Schug and Neukom 
properties from RA to RE, and 
despite Neukom's protest that the 
area could hardly be called rural any 
more, Council voted down the zone 
change 4-1, over Councilman Whit 
Cromwell's strenuous opposition. 

Whereupon Groot suggested a 
new zoning classification, RLD, be 
created, which would limit develop- 
ment to one unit per acre. This, he 
implied, might enable a compromise 
on developing the Schug land. And, 
in time, the RLD classification was 
created. 

So, Monday night, Council came 
to grips with the problem of making 
zoning on the rectangle conform 


with the genéral plan. 

According to City Planning 
Director Phil Paxton, residents 
south of the ditch had indicated they 
were happy with RA zoning and 
wanted to keep it. 

Lot size, he said, had not so much 
to do with their preference as other 
requirements and _ specifications 
pertaining to RA as opposed to RE. 

And since this portion of the area 
was already subdivided, mostly, RA 
should not create problems for 
anyone. 

So Council changed the general 
plan for the south-of-the-ditch area 
to RA. 

Now came the riddle of what to do 
with the Schug-Neukom triangle. 
Simplest approach would’ be to 
change zoning on the land to RE, as 
called for still by the general plan. 

Schug. having lowered his 
expectations, now proposed to 
develop his parcel under RE into 10 
lots. 

Another alternative, anathematic, 
presumably, to Schug and Neukom, 
would have been to change the 
general plan to RA, as had just been 
done with the land across the ditch. 

A third possibility, utilizing the 
Groot “‘compromise,’’ would have 
been to change the general plan to 
RLD. then change zoning on the land 
to RLD. f 

The trouble there. Hampel 
pointed out, was that state [aw 
requires that no hearings be held on 


a zone change within two weeks of a° 


general-plan change. 

Any such zone change, therefore, 
would have to be a separate action, 
necessitating its own expense both 
of time and of city money. 

Laura Schwalm, from south of the 
ditch, tuld Council that although 
there was still some concern among 
residents there over — possible 
drainage and traffic problems, she 
felt it would be ‘unfair’ to Schug to 
retain the RA zoning on the 
property. RLD zoning seemed a 
good compromise. she said. 

Ed Stoltenberg, who owns one of 
the large parcels across the ditch, 
agreed. Schug. however. did not. 

RLD zoning would be no 
compromise, he said, since it would 
allow only one more lot on his land 
than would RA--six versus five. 

Claiming that it) would be 
unfeasible to develop under RLD. 
Schug. supported by Cromwell, 
pointed out that his proposed 10 lots 
would be larger) than — most 
properties south of the ditch. 

“Pm not asking for anything my 
neighbors don’t already enjoy,"" he 
said. 

Cromwell once again championed 
Schug’s case. Observing that the 
10-lot_ proposal had the support of 
both Planning Commission and city 
staff, he opposed imposition of RLD 
zoning. 

This time Fried sided with him. 
Councilmen Dale Chaput and Groot 
and Mayor Henry Wedaa held out 
for RLD. however. 

“Gentlemen.” said Cromwell, *'1 
don't see how you can do this, 
You're denying Mr. Schuy the same 
privilege enjoved by people already 
there.” 

And then Hampel entered the 
battle. Agreeing that RLD would 
constitute no compromise, the only 
Way any compromise could be 
effected. he said, would be to grant 
RE zoning but with some sort of 
restriction limiting subdivision to 
fewer than 12 but more than six lots, 

Schug’s lawyer agreed, empha- 
sizing also the extra time and cost 
entailed in going the RLD route. 

And finally Council was won over. 
After a straw vote had determined a 
majority favored developing to eight 
lots, they voted to continue the 
hearing until their next regular 
meeting, allowing Hampel and 
Schug’s attorney three weeks within 
which to work out a way of limiting 
subdivision of the property to the 
majority number under RE zoning. 

The motion, by Groot. passed S-0. 


Enrollment 


Drop Hurts 


If growth in enrollment does not 
increase by February, trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District will 
be considering ‘“‘deeper budget 
cuts,’ staff explained at a recent 
board meeting. 

“Only about 100 students have 
enrolled since the October count” 
(which was lower than expected), 
Dr. John Mullender, associate 
superintendent of business services 
for PUSD explained. 

‘Students are leaving faster than 
we anticipated,’’ Mullender stated. 
“The latest count showed 17,288 
students district-wide. 

‘‘We're finding that contractors 
aren't finishing homes as fast as we 
had expected and people who buy in 
the district are doing so for 
speculative purposes and not living 
in the homes.”’ 

School income is dependent 

largely on the numbers of students 
in class each day and budgets are 
drawn up on these estimates. 
_ Mullender explained that it had 
been anticipated that enrollment 
would catch up with the estimates. 
District officials are looking at 
possible budget cuts for the third 
time since school opened, Mul- 
lender pointed out in the Monday 
night budget review for trustees. 

Dr. Mullender recommended 
trying to ride out the student 
shortage.

A detailed study of this) very 
subject. was made by the 
Government Service Agency (GSA) 
and submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors in October 1975. 

Phe report went on to recommend 
the C.E.S. Votomatic system over 
the five other systems under 
consideration. In addition to the 
GSA report, the League of Women 
Voters has also made a study and 
they too recommend the C.E.S. 
Votomatic System. 


Yes, the County taxpayer has to 
foot the bill for the new system, but 
its a worthwhile expenditure for the 
the system will save the taxpayers 
over $200,000 per election over the 
present system and pay for itself 
completely within seven years.

under heavy criticism from John 
Keller and Ernest Harvey. They said 
the matter has been under study and 
discussion for two years and the 
alternatives advanced by staff were 
not acceptable. 

The commission voted the 
continuance after City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson said his office would 
have aerial and topographic maps at 
the next meeting. These aids would 
more clearly define the area. 

In the interim, at the suggestion of 
Planning Director Phil Paxton, 
commissioners will walk the trail in 
the area of concern to get a better 
grasp of the problems. 

The commission also changed the 
zoning on the Nixon Park property 
from commercial general with a 
Civic Center Overlay to public-semi- 
public. 

The land is owned by Southern 
Pacific Railroad and is leased by the 
Chamber of Commerce for park 
purposes. It has been used for that 
purpose for at least eight years. 

Staff told the commission that if 
present zoning remains, the railroad 
could exercise its lease option, 
remove the park and develop 
commercial. The park was termed a 
valuable asset to the community 
which could be lost under those 
circumstances.

Anexpenditure of $8,500 to begin 
a program for physically handi- 
capped students in the regular 
classroom at the Rose Drive School 
has been approved by the Board of 
Trustees of the Yorba Linda School 
District.

Board approval was 
necessary because it had not been 
budgeted. 

Principal Jan Julian and Jeanne 
Gragg outlined the program. Goals 
are to significantly = improve 
academic achievement and adjust- 
ment of students enrolled. 

Objectives are to provide tutorial 
assistance on an individual or group 
provide needed — trans- 
portation, provide specialized edu- 
cational materials, supplies. equip- 
ment and facilities based on 
individual and group needs. 

Also to admit students who 
qualify on the basis of a medical 
diagnosis, to insure continuous 
assessment and evaluation and to 
discharge those who no- longer 
benefit or require the service. 

To provide information — to 
students and parents relating to 
community and other auxiliary 
services of benefit, and to provide 
home teaching to ensure a 
continuous educational program. 

The program would be admin- 
istered by a resource teacher and 
two instructional aides. It will be 
reimbursable from state funds a 
year later.
